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Group  dynamics,  the  interaction  of  group  members  upon  themselves  and  on 
each  other,  is  studied  in  the  operation  of  SEQUOIA  SEMINAR  (10  a.m.  on  January 
25  and  at  8  p.m.  on  January  31).  This  documentary  program  explores  personality 
changes  in  some  of  the  800  ordinary  men  and  women  who  have  searched  by  this 
process  for  purpose  and  meaning  in  life.  Intellect  and  feelings  are  blended,  and 
awareness  is  developed  in  this  honest,  critical,  and  unprejudiced  quest  for  reality. 
What  matters  more? 

The  program  is  based  on  taped  interviews  by  Art  Wadsworth,  a  Seminar  partici- 
pant himself,  of  former  Seminar  members  who  talk  frankly  and  deeply  of  their 
personal  experiences.  This  is  the  second  in  a  series  of  programs  dealing  with 
human  beings  helping  each  other  through  group  dynamics.  The  first  such  program 
concerned  the  Synanon  Foundation  of  Santa  Monica  and  was  broadcast  last 
mid-summer. 

In  the  past  few  weeks,  we  have  recorded  several  significant  lectures  given  in 
and  around  Los  Angeles.  We  are  offering  them  in  this  (and  the  next)  folio  as  our 
"Mid-Winter  Lecture  Series"  under  the  title  THE  FIFTY-MINUTE  HOUR  (with  due 
apologies  to  college  professors,  Robert  Lindner,  et  al.).  As  with  any  good  lecture 
series  there  is  considerable  variety  of  subject  matter.  Topics  range  from  "The 
Psychology  of  Soviet  Man"  (Dr.  Isidore  Ziferstein)  through  "Changing  America" 
(Upton  Sinclair)  to  "War  and  Revolution"  and  "What  It  Means  to  Be  At  the  U.  N." 
(Dr.  Charles  Malik). 

Two  new  series  begin.-  ORGANIZED  AMERICANS  will  run  weekly  for  about  12 
weeks.  Sam  Kalish,  retired  Deputy  Labor  Commissioner  for  the  State  of  California, 
surveys  the  development  of  labor  unions  in  this  country.  METROPOLITAN  FILE  will 
run  weekly  for  about  the  same  period.  David  Vienna  summarizes  the  major 
developments  in  this  area,  interviews  city  and  county  officials  and  local  newsmen, 
and  adds  some  interpretation  and  commentary.  Both  these  series  are  KPFK 
productions. 

Norman  Thomas  is  heard  on  two  programs  in  this  folio:  THE  MILITARY-INDUS- 
TRIAL COMPLEX,  an  address,  and  CONSERVATISM  VS.  SOCIALISM,  a  debate  with 
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Senator  Barry  Goldwater.  Other  speakers  to  be  heard  include  Assistant  Secretary 
of  State  Adolf  Berle,  Senator  John  Tower,  and  Dr.  Robert  Oppenheimer. 

Mr.  George  Kuyper,  General  Director  of  the  Los  Angeles  Symphony  Association 
and  of  the  Hollywood  Bowl  Association,  will  be  heard  each  Thursday  evening  at 
6:00  and  rebroadcast  on  Friday.  AAr.  Kuyper  will  discuss  concerts,  art  exhibits  and 
theater  in  So.  California  and  fronn  time  to  time  will  talk  with  artists  appearing 
in  the  area.
